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Anti Bonus 
Resolution 
Given Go-By 

ISth District Convention Field 
Here I’asses Up Action 
On Proposal 

A tli'iif etir was turned to the 
proposal that the 18th District 
American Legion organization 
record itself a.s opjxised to Im¬ 
mediate payment of the soldier's 
bonus when the district conven¬ 
tion was held in Sierra Ma<lre 
last Friday. 

A resolution containing .such a 
proposal previously adopted and 
sponsored by the Monrovia post 
was reported out of the district 
resolutions committse with a 
recommendation that it bo "ac¬ 
cepted and filed.” 

Notice had been given that the 
bonus issue would be raised before 
representatives of the 28 posts 
comprising the 18th district and 
had the effect of bringing out an 
unusually large attendance to the 
district meeting, it being antici¬ 
pated that there would be an 
interesting fight not only in the 
resolutions committee but later 
on the floor of the convention if, 
in fact, the bonus resolution ever 
got out of the committee. 

But when the proposition was 
presented in o»mmittee it wa.s 
immediately proposed that the 
recommendation to 'accept and 
file” be voted and even the Mon¬ 
rovia postmen who had taken the 
position that immediate payment 
of the bonus would result in an 
undue burden on the National 
treasury and the taxpayers at 
this time, were silent. 

The imticipated debate failed 
to materialize when this recom¬ 
mendation went before the con¬ 
vention. In fact the convention 
vx’ent into its social session an 
hour earlier than is customary, 
after accepting the committee's 
report. 

District Commander Norman

■ over the meeting, and among the 
prominent Legionnaires present 
were Bob iIcCurdy, Commander 
of the Los Angeles County Coun¬ 
cil, District Vice-Commander Red¬ 
dick, Junior Past-Commander 
Clarence Barton. and District 
Service Officer Farrington.

into California storage reservoirs 
removes by compronrise the seri¬ 
ous bone of contention that has 
existed between the people of the 
San Gabriel \'alle\' and of Pasa- 
ilena. 

For years the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Protective Association has 
fought to secure what It consiiler- 
ed the valley's unquestionable 
rights to the canyon water, but 
Pasadena has remained obdurate.

“rjjYUBERCULOSIS Is more 

J. prevalent between the ages 
of 15 and 35 and it is 
found that girls are more sub¬ 
ject to the dread disea.se than 
boys," Mrs. James Richardson ol 
Monrovia, stated on Wedne.sday 
at a meeting of the Sierra Madre 
Woman's Club. "The sickness has 
been growing less during the last 
few years and it would be a 
wonderful thing if. in time, we 
could make It as scarce as ty¬ 
phoid fever and diphtheria,’’ she 
added. 

The Chri.stma.s Seal Idea was 
.started in 1904 by a Danish mail 
clerk to raise fund.s for a tuber¬ 
cular In.stitutlon In his land and 
the sale of the seals was so suc- 
ce.ssful that It spread to America 
in 1907, when the National Tuber¬ 
culosis A.ssoclatlon and the Red 
Cro.s.s started a drive for funds 
with which to fight the white 
plague. The method of raising 
money to fight the disease by 
selling seals has been adopted by 
many countries and ha.s Just re¬ 
cently extended to China. 

Mrs. Richardson explained that 
five cents of every dollar raised 
by the Los Angeles County Tu¬ 
berculosis and Health Association 
is sent to the National organi¬ 
zation; five cents goes to the 
State; ten cents for the printing 
of the seals, and the remaining 80 
cents is u.sed for the preventior 
and cure of the disease. 

Mrs. Richardson said the coun 
try is delving into the schools In 
an effort to uncover symptoms 
that might break children's health 
in later years. She told of several 
scientific methods used, when ex¬ 
amining children, that would show 
whether they were liable to be 
subject to the germ. There Is no 
pain in the lungs when tubercu¬ 
losis Is setting in and the disease 
in many cases has a firm hold 
upon the body before it is dis¬ 
covered. Examinations In the 
school.s in the county show that 
about 15 percent of the children 
have infection and about five per¬ 
cent reveal tubercular activity.
